Records of the department of Jus- 
tice are overflowing with reports from 
'hund'reaa of agents concerning-' Ger- 
man Intrigues here, many of which 
led to the-German embassy and some 
of which resulted In the recall, at 
President Wilson's request of Captains 
Boy-Ed and 'Von Papen, the German 
naval and military aides 


"Up to this time Boy-Ed and Von 
Papen had appeared as the master 
spirits of German propaganda here 
Intimations that German plots and In- 
trigues not by them but by Count von 
Bernstorff, with full approval of Ber- 
lin, heretofore had been met by of- 
ficials with silence. For months past, 
however, there have been many Indi- 
cations that the American government 
had established 
Bernstorff's 
direct 
connection with much of the German 
secret work conducted here, and that 
there waa ample basis for a request 
for his recall months before the diplo- 
matic break with Germany. 


Up to the time of Boy-Ed's and 


Von Papen's recall, Von Bernstorff 
apparently, 
for 
diplomatic reasons, I 
had sought to remain clear personally 
of connection with the great volume 
of pro-German activities conducted 
here by his attaches. From dis- 
closures concerning Boy-Ed's and Von 
Papen's manifold activities officials 
apparently 
obtained the impression 
that Von Bernstorff in most instances 
had 
left 
the 
conduct of German 
propaganda 
in the hands 
of his 
subordinates, with only casual super- 
vision of their activities. If anv 
VX)N BERNSTORFF KNEW 
ABOUT ALL INTRIGUES 


Intimations have been more or less 
frequent, however, at trials and other 
proceedings Instituted against pro- 
German agents in this country that 
Von Bernstorff had at least a gen- 
eral knowledge of the work thny were 
conducting. 
In most instances this 


knowledge would appear to be of onlv 
a general nature In a few cases leads 
pointing toward his personal knowl- 
edge of specific Instances of German 
violations of American neutrality were 
not publicly developed. The govern- 
ment's purpose in not following- these 
leads with public disclosure was to 
permit of closer examination into the 
ambassador's participation in them. 
At least one of the most active or- 
ganizations flooded Washington with 
telegrams just prior to the war and 
during the days Immediately follow- 
ing the break in relations, calculated 
to Influence 
Congressmen to vote 
against any message looking- to war 
with Germany. It always has been 
assumed that Teutonic agents were 
largely responsible for these activities. 
Secretary Lansing adhered to his 


determination not to discuss this latest 
disclosure and refused- to reveal the 
manner in which the message to Ber- 
lin came into the hands of the govern- 
ment. While the United States was 
one of the neutrals certain privileges 
had been extended to German em- 
bassy in the transmission of messages, 
but only after their contents had been 
made known. 


"No, this was not one that passed 
through this government's channels 
of communication," was the smiling 
reply of an official at the state de- 
partment when it was suggested that 
Ambassador Bernstorff might have 
added to his duplicity the Irony of 
using the United States as a trans- 
mitter of the message. It Is known 
that the message reached Berlin, but 
whether the German foreign office 
ever was able to get a reply to Amer- 
ica Is not known.

THE EIGHT TO SERVE BEMA1SS 


The slighting of Oakland and Alameda and 


Contra Costa counties in the printed plan of organ 
ization of the Twelfth Federal Reserve District for 
the second Liberty Loan will not have a harmful 
effect so far as the east shore communities are con- 
cerned. In subscribing to the first loan Alameda 
and Contra Costa counties exceeded their allotment 
of $9,000,000. Regardless of the motives which 
have actuated the Treasury Department and its 
agents in preparing the second loan campaign, the 
east shore counties will enter the campaign on Octo- 
ber 1st with the same enthusiasm and determina- 
tion to give a good accounting of their patriotism 
as if nothing unpleasant had occurred. 


But those persons responsible for the campaign 


organization can hardly afford to contemplate the 
judgment that must inevitably be drawn of -ttheir 
action with similar equanimity. The plan of 
campaign was drawn up by Mr. James K. Lynch, 
governor of the Federal Reserve Bank of San Fran- 
cisco, as appears from a foreword over his name.

"" This statement is utterly false, w ithout any basis 


of fact or presumption. The officials of the Federal 
Reserve Bank, as well as the gentlemen who di- 
rected the San Francisco campaign in the 
Liberty Loan, know that it is untrue, and jMr. 
McAdoo is entitled to an explanation from whoever 
submitted the false statement to him for his ap- 
proval. It may be interesting and useful informa- 
tion for the Treasury Department to know that 
field men from San Francisco could not have raised 
?9,000,000 or a measurable part of that amount of 
Liberty Loan subscriptions in Alameda and Contra 
Costa counties. 


The raising of the allotment of thefet- two conn 


ties was directly and exclusively in the hands of 
citizens of the counties, and they alone are entitled 
ta the credit of performing the task. 


Oakland will not feel offended upon the discovery

war is now conducted, it is no longer 
practicable, as a rul, to carry them Into 
battle and fight under their folds. 
But 


they remain the chief visible signs of 
the objects for which every soldier is 
willing- to sacrifice himself. 
It is no 


wonder that the colors are prized and 
giiar-Jed with devoted care.
